These des- 
perate assaults were kept up all night 
long and were met with equally brave 
resistance by the regulars. In one of 
the intrenchments defended by a de- 
tachmnt composed almost entirely of 
young men from this city, nearly every 
one of the defenders was killed or badly 
wounded. . 

It was 6 o'clock Thursday morning 
when the revolutionists were finally 
compelled to give up their attacks and 
forced to retreat to the positions t 
held when the armistice was decia 
The tide of battle was turned against 
them by the arrival of an express 
train from Colon, of 800 fresh troops to 
reinforce the government. These gave 
the regulars the advantage and the

scribed. Dead and dying men were 
lying all along the Caledonia road, be- 
the railroad bridge, for half a 


mile, sometimes scattered a few fee, 
apart and more often in heaps,’ 
packed closely together. How many 
were killed during the night is not yet 
known, but the number will reach into 
the hundreds. The exact Joss muy 
never be known, for many of the 
wounded men crawled into out-of-the 
way thickets and those w died in 
the bushes may not all be found, be- 
ing recorded simply as “missing.” | 

As quickly as possible, the Red Cross 
Corps, aided by the Ambulance Corps 
of the British cruiser Leander, began 
gathering up and attending to the 
wounded. Some of the wounded were 
taken to the Red Cross Hospital, al- 
ready crowded with patients from the 
previous battles. Others were carried 
to the Panama Canal Company's hos- 
pital, where they were cared for by all 
available surgeons. llors from the 
Leander were also sent out to pick up 
the dead. Cartload after cartioad of 
corpses were gathered together and 
cremated. 


Dr. Carlos Mendoza, secretary-gen- 
eral of the revolutionary government, 
went to the old station of the Panama 
Ratiroad under a flag of truce at noon. 
He met there Gen. Alban, Governor of 
Panama, and discussed with him terms 
of a treaty of peace between the hos- 
tile forces. An agreement was reached 
after a long conference and the treaty 
was drawn up and signed by Gen. 
Alban on behalf of the government, 
and Dr. Mendoza and Belizario Perras 
as representatives of the revolution- 


ists. 

Under the terms of this treaty the 
surrender of the insurgents is com- 
plete. They agree to deliver up all 
arms, ammunition and ships in their 
possession. government grants 
full amnesty to all the revolutionists 
and the officers are permitted to retain 
their swords. Foreigners who may 
have fought tn the insurgent ranks are 
to be allowed to return to their homes. 

All political prisoners held in Panama 
have been released. Excitement in the 
city is already gradually subsiding and 


there is general rejoicing that the 
fighting has ended without the threat- 
ened bombardment of Panama. 


HUNDREDS DEAD. 


PANAMA IN DEEP MOURNING. 
{A. P. DAY REPORT.) 

COLON, July 27.—{By Central Amer- 
ican Cable.] The Liberal rebellion in 
this department has ended after the 
sacrifice of more than six hundred 
lives, the Liberals having been the 
greatest sufferers, while the wounded 
number many hundreds. Dr. Mendoza, 
representing the Liberals, and Gen. 
Alban arranged yesterday for a cessa- 
tion of hostilities, the Colombian Lib- 
erals being pledged to surrender their 
arms and being guaranteed their free- 
tion of all political rights. The for- 
eigners who took sides with the rebels 
are to be banished within a week. 

The work of burying the dead on both 
sides is in progress. ma has heen 
plunged into the deepest mourning by 
the loss of many of its prominent men. 
On both sides the armies were provided 
with arms of the latest models. Colon 
has been tranquil throughout the _re- 
bellion.

INDOOR ELECTRICS. 


THEY ARE SWIFT, NOISELESS AND 
LABOR-SAVING DEVICES. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
NEW YORK, July M4.-—An electric 
trolley carrier now being used in Ger- 
many is said to accomplish in the 
quietest and most satisfactory man- 
ner work which formerly kept three 
employés constantly on their feet. The 
track on which the small carriage runs 
consists of two rails of ordinary angle- 
iron, which may rest on les se- 
cured to the wall of the ing, or 
they may be carried by pillars. A 
favorite form of this application is a 
single track on which runs one car- 
. with ite box or carrier, the only 
stations being those at the ends of the 
line. But other stations can be pro- 
vided if desired. The little one-tenth 
horse-power motor, with the entire ap- 
paratus for transmitting motion, is 
contained in a close casing. Where 
necsessary, the wheels and rails are 
utilized as return couductors. At each 
end of the carriage is a spring-pressed 
buffer, which, when the car reaches the 
end of the line, comes in contact with 
a similar buffer, secured to the wall of 
the building. Each of the buffers on 
the carriage is provided with a wedge- 
shaped piece, with which a catch is 
formed. This wedge raises a spring- 


pressed latch-hook located at the end 
of the track, which then falls into the 
catch, thus holding the car stationary, 
The box or carrier, which hangs below 
the track, may be made of wood, plates 
of hard rubber, or of sheet iron or 
zinc, and its form and size depend upon 
the use for which it is intended. This 
electric carriage has been found very 
useful in large buildings, where books, 
papers, or materials of any kind are 
to be carried constantly from one place 
to another.

Treaty of Paris Excluded the Territory. 
Considered a Menace.

MADRID, July 27.—{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Cabinet is considering the 
proposition of the United States gov- 
ernment for the cession of the islands 
of Sibutu and Cagayan in considera- 
tion of an indemnity of $100,000. The 
ministry regards the proposition fa- 
vorably, and negotiations for a treaty 
are proceeding rapidly. 

ARRANGEMENTS COMPLETED. 

[A. P. DAY REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, July 27.—Arrange- 
ments have practically been completed 
for the purchase from Spain by the 
United States of the islands of Sibutu 
and Cagayan, which were left in Span- 
ish poesession by the treaty of Paris, 
although part of the Philippine Archi- 
pelago. Had the Peace Commission- 
ers at Paris, in arranging for the re- 
linquishment to the United States of 
the Philippines, contented themseives 
with the phraseology, “the Philippine 
Archipelago,” as descriptive of the ter- 
ritory to be ceded to the United States 
by Spain, no question perhaps would 
have arisen over the possession 
these two islands. But to avoid the 
least chance of loose definition, the 
Peace Commissioners drew a geogroph- 
ical boundary line around the islands 
to be transfered. 

The bounds were fixed by meridians 
of longitude and parallels of latitudc. 
The lines generally prescribed a paral- 
lelogram, but at the southwestern cor- 
ner, for some reason, there was an in- 
set excluding some of the isiands of 
the coast of Borneo. By the terms 
of the treaty, the southern boundary 
line of the ariipe started at the 
eastern end at the 127th meridian, and 
ran ae the parallel of 40 deg. 45 min. 
westw , to the meridian of 119 deg. 
25 min. At that point the line ran 
directly northward to latitude 7 deg 
40 min., and thence was deflected west- 
ward to the 116th meridian, forming 
the small inset above referred to. 

It was a year after the signing of 
the Treaty of Paris, before the “ict 
was discovered that in laying down 
these boundaries, the commissioners 
had excluded the islands of Sibutu and 
Cagayan. It was disclosed by the visit 
to that part of the archipelago of the 
United States steamer Concord. The 
commander of the vessel landed = on 
Fibutu and was cordially received py 
the reigning dato, who promptly 
hoisted the Stars and Stripes, and an- 
nounced himself under the protection 
of the United States. Attention being 
attracted to that quarter, the Spanish 
government so discovered the defect tr. 
the boundary. and through the Duke 
@'Arcos set up a claim to the State 
Department for the possession of the 
islands. The department took the 
ground that the purpose of the Treaty 
of Paris in that section was to convey 
the entire Philippine archipe to the 
United States. and the general language 
of the act of cession was sufficient to 
affect that transfer, the defined boun- 
dary heing an unnecessary description. 

Negotiations lasting many months 
followed, and each ond every member 
of the Peace Commission was colled 
upon to give his individual wun Jer- 
stending of the proceedings at Paris, 
so far as they bore upon this point.

FREE RURAL DELIVERY ROUTES. 


SANTA BARBARA, July 27.—{Regu- 
lar Correspondence.}] Official notice of 
the establishment of the two new free 
rural, delivery, routes, outlined.by the 
special agent some weeks ago, was re- 
ceived at the local postofiice today, to 
take effect August tl. The new routes 
are designated as the Mission Cafion 
route and the Mountain Extension of 
the Goleta route. The former serves 
the Mission Cafion settlements on the 
northeast and the residents of La Mera 
to the westward of the city and in the 
vicinity of Santa Barbara light, com- 
pleting the rural service near the city. 
The mountain extension is located 
} along the line of the Sante Ynez Moun- 
tain trail or San Marcos toll road, 
which has had no postal service ex- 
cept througls the courtesy of the Wines 
Stage Company, whose drivers have 
accommodated the residents along their 
line as best they could. This route 
was allowed in view of the fact that 
the imhabitants of a stretch of country 
nearly forty miles in length would be 
utterly destitute of posta! facilities as 
go0n as the coast line of the Southern 
Pacific is completed and the old stage 
Mne removed. 
The establishment of these routes 
make five in the county, forming 
a perfect chain, with the one recently 
put in operation at Carpinteria, from 
the Ventura county Hine on the cast 
to the Santa Ynea River on the north- 
west, practically all served by rural 
carriers. The entire is about 
fifty miles, or nearly half way across 
the county, with an aggregate linear 
mileage of about 130 miles.
